The  Queen’s  Most  Excellent  Majesty  in  Council. 


WHEREAS  by  an  Act  of  Parliament  made  and 
passed  in  the  Session  of  Parliament  holden  in 
the  thirty-lh'ud  and  thirty-fuiii  th  years  of  the  reign  of 
Her  present  Majesty,  intituled  “An  Act  for  amending 
the  Law  relating  to  the  Extradition  of  Criminals,” 
and  also  by  an  Act  of  Parliament  made  and 
passed  in  the  Session  of  Parliament  holden  in  the 
thirty-sixth  and  tliiily-seventh  years  of  the  reign  of 
Her  present  Majesty,  intituled  “An  Act  to  amend  the 
Extiadition  Act,  1870,”  it  was  amongst  other  tilings 
enacted,  that  where  an  arinngement  lias  bi-en  made 
with  any  foreign  State  with  respect  to  tlie  surrender 
to  sucli  State  of  any  fugitive  criminals.  Her  Alajesty 
may,  by  Order  in  Council,  direct  that  the  said  Acts 
shall  apply  in  the  ca.-e  uf  such  foreign  State;  and  that 
Her  Majesty  may,  by  the  same  or  any  subsequent 
Older,  limit  the  opeialion  of  the  Older,  and  restrict 
the  same  to  fugitive  criminals  who  are  in  or  suspected 
of  being  in  the  part  of  Her  IMajesty’s  dominions  siieci- 
fied  in  the  Order,  and  render  the  op 'lation  thereof 
subject  to  such  conditions,  exceptions,  and  qualifica- 
tions as  may  be  deemed  expedient: 

And  whereas  a Treaty  was  concluded  on  tho 
fourteenth  day  of  August,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  scvent3'-six,  between  Her  Majesty  ami  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  French  Re]iublic,  for  the  mutual 
Extradition  of  Fugitive  Criminals,  which  Treaty-  is  in 
the  teims  following:  — 

Her  Majesty  the  Queen  of  the  United  Kingdom  of 
Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  and  the  President  of  the 
Frencli  Republic,  having  recognized  the  insufliciency 
of  the  provisions  of  the  Treaty-  concluded  on  the  l3ih 
of  February,  1843,  between  Great  Britain  and  France 
fur  the  recipri.cal  extradition  of  criminals,  have 
resolved,  by  common  accord,  to  rejilace  it  by  another 
and  more  complete  Treaty,  and  have  named  as  their 
respective  Plenipotentiaries  for  this  put  pose,  that  is  to 
say: — 

Her  Majesty  the  Queen  of  the  United  Kingdom  of 
Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  the  Right  Honourable 
Richard  Bickerton  Pemell  Lord  Lyons,  a Peer  of  the 
United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland. 
Knight  Grand  Cress  of  the  Most  Honourable  Order  of 
the  Bath,  one  of  Her  Britannic  Majesty’s  Most  Hon- 
ourable Privy  Council,  and  Her  said  Majesty’s 
Ambassador  Extraordinary  and  Plenipotentiary  to 
the  Government  of  the  French  Republic,  &c  , &c.; 

And  the  President  of  tlie  French  Republic,  M.  le 
Due  Decazes,  Member  of  the  Chamber  of  Deputies, 
Minister  of  Foreign  Affairs,  Grand  Officer  of  the 
National  Order  of  the  Legion  of  Honour.  «&c.,  &c.; 

Who,  after  having  communicated  to  each  other 
their  respective  full  powers  (found  in  good  and  duo 
form)  have  agreed  upon  the  following  Articles: — 
ARTICLE  I. 

The  High  Contracting  Parties  engage  to  deliv'er  up 
to  each  other  those  persons  who  are  being  proceeded 
against  or  who  have  been  convicted  of  a crime  com- 
mitted in  the  territory  of  the  one  Pat  ty,  and  who  shall 
be  found  within  the  territory  of  the  other  Party,  under 
the  circumstances  and  conditions  stated  in  the  present 
Treaty. 

ARTICLE  II. 

Native-born  or  naturalized  subjects  of  either 
country  are  excepted  from  extradition.  In  the  case, 
however,  of  a person  who,  since  the  commi.ssion  of 
the  crime  or  offence  of  which  he  is  accused,  or  for 
which  he  has  been  convicted,  has  become  naturalized 
in  the  country  whence  the  surrender  is  sought,  such 
naturalization  shall  not  prevent  the  pursuit,  arrest, 
and  extradition  of  juch  person,  in  conformity  with  the 
stipulations  of  the  present  Treaty. 

ARTICLE  III. 

The  crimes  for  which  the  extradition  is  to  he  grant- 
ed are  the  following: —

The  extradition  is  also  to  take  place  for  participa- 
tion, either  as  principals  or  accessories,  in  any  of  the 
aforesaid  crimes,  provided  such  participation  be 
punishable  by  the  laws  of  both  the  Contracting 
Parties. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

The  present  Treaty  shall  apply  to  crimes  and 
oft'enccs  committed  prior  to  the  signature  of  the 
Tr  eaty;  but  a person  surrendered  shall  not  be  tried  for 
any  crime  or  oft'cnce  committed  in  the  other  country 
before  the  cxtr.-idilion,  other  than  the  crime  for  which 
his  surrender  has  been  granted. 

ARTICLE  V. 

No  accused  or  convicted  person  shall  be  surrender- 
ed, if  the  ofibnee  in  respect  of  which  his  surrender  is 
demanded  shall  be  deemed  by  the  Party  upon  which 
it  is  made  to  be  a political  offence,  or  to  be  an  act 
connected  with  (connexe  a)  such  an  offence,  or  if  he 
prove  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  police  magistrate  or  of 
the  Court  before  which  he  is  brought  on  habeas  corpus, 
or  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  that  the  requisition  (or 
his  surrender  has,  in  fact,  been  made  with  a view  to 
try  or  to  punish  him  for  an  ofl'cnce  of  a political 
character. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

On  the  part  of  the  French  Government,  the  extradi- 
tion shall  take  place  in  the  following  manner  in 
France:  — 


The  Anrbassador  or  other  Dijdoinatic  Agent  of  Her 
Britannic  Majesty  in  Fiance  shall  send  to  the  Minister 
for  Foreign  Affairs,  in  support  of  each  demand  for 
extradition,  an  authenticated  and  duly  legalized  cofiy 
either  of  a certilicate  of  conviction,  or  of  a warrant  of 
arrest  against  a person  accused,  clearly  setting  forth 
the  nature  of  the  crime  or  offence  on  account  of  which 
the  fugitive  is  being  i>roceeded  against.  The  judicial 
document  thus  produced  shall  be  accompanied  by  a 
description  of  the  jiorson  claimed,  and  by  any  other 
information  which  may  serve  to  identify  him. 

These  documents  shall  be  communicated  by  the 
Minister  for  Fon-ign  Affairs  to  the  Keeper  of  the 
Seals,  Minister  of  .Justice,  who,  afier  examining  the 
claim  for  surrender,  and  the  documents  in  suiiport 
thereof,  shall  report  thereon  immediately  to  the  Pre- 
sident of  the  Republic;  and,  if  there  is  reason  for  it,  a 
Decree  of  the  President  will  grant  the  extradition  of 
the  person  claimed,  and  will  order  him  to  be  arrested 
and  delivered  to  the  British  authorities. 

In  con.sequence  of  this  Decree,  the  Minister  of  the 
Interior  shall  give  orders  that  search  be  made  for  the 
fugitive  criminal,  and  in  case  of  his  arrest,  that  he  be 
conducted  to  the  French  frontier’,  to  be  delivered  to 
the  person  authorized  by  Her  Britannic  Majesty's 
Government  to  receive  him. 

Shouhl  it  so  happen  that  the  documents  furnished 
by  the  British  Government,  with  the  view  of 
establishing  the  identity  of  the  fugitive  criminal,  and 
that  the  iiarticulars  collected  by  the  agents  of  the 
French  Police  with  tire  same  view,  be  considered  in- 
sufficient, notice  shall  be  immediately  given  to  the 
Ambassador  or  other  Diplomatic  Agent  of  Her 
Britannic  Majesty  in  Franci',  and  the  fugitive  person, 
if  he  has  been  ari’ested,  shall  remain  in  custody  until 
the  Briti.sh  Government  has  been  able  to  furnish 
further  evidence  in  order  to  establish  his  identit3’  or  to 
throw  light  on  other  difficulties  in  the  examination. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

In  the  dominions  of  Her  Itritannic  Majesty,  other 
than  the  Colonies  or  Foreign  Possessions  of  Her 
Majest3’,  the  manner  of  proceeding  shall  be  as 
follows: — 

(A)  In  the  case  of  a person  accused — The  requisition 
for  the  surrender  shall  be  made  to  Her  Britannic 
Majest3’’s  Principal  Secretary  of  State  for  Foreign 
ift’iirs  by  the  Ambassador  or  other  Diplomatic  Agent 
of  the  President  of  the  French  Republic,  accomiianied 
by  a warrant  of  arre.-t  or  other  equivalent  judicial 
document,  issued  by  a Judge  or  Magistrate  duly 
authorized  to  lake  cognizance  of  the  acts  charged 
against  the  accused  in  France,  together  with  duly 
authenticated  depositions  or  statements  taken  on  oath 
before  such  J udge  oi-  Magistrate,  clearly  setting  forth 
the  said  acts,  and  containing  a description  of  the  per- 
son claimed,  and  any  particulars  which  may  serve  to 
identify  him.  The  said  Secretary  of  State  thall  trans- 
mit such  documents  to  Her  Britannic  Majesty's 
Principal  Secretai’3’  of  State  f(>r  the  Home  Depart- 
ment, who  shall  then,  by  order  under  his  hand  and 
seal,  signify  to  some  Police  Magistrate  in  London 
that  such  requisition  has  been  made,  and  require  him, 
if  there  be  due  cause,  to  issue  his  warrant  for  the 
apprehension  of  the  fugitive. 

On  the  receipt  of  such  order  from  the  Secretary  of 
State,  and  on  the  production  of  such  evidence  as 
would,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Magistrate,  justify  the 
issue  of  the  warrant  if  the  crime  had  been  committed 
in  the  United  Kingdom,  he  shall  issue  his  warrant 
accordingly. 

When  the  fugitive  shall  have  been  apprehended,  he 
shall  be  brought  before  the  Police  Magistrate  who 
issued  the  warrant,  or  some  other  Police  Magistrate  in 
London.  If  the  evidence  to  be  then  produced  shall 
be  such  as  to  justify^  according  to  the  law  of  England, 
the  committal  for  trial  of  the  prisoner,  if  the  crime  of 
which  he  is  accused  had  been  committed  in  England, 
the  Police  Magistrate  shall  commit  him  to  prison  to 
await  the  warrant  of  the  Secretary  of  State  for  his 
surrender;  sending  immediately  to  the  Secretary  of 
State  a certilicate  of  the  committal  and  a report  upon 
the  case. 

After  the  expiration  of  a period  from  the  committal 
of  the  prisoner  which  shall  never  be  le.-?s  than  fifteen 
days,  the  Secretary  of  State  shall,  by  order  under  his 
hand  and  seal,  order  the  fugitive  criminal  to  be  sur- 
rendered to  such  person  as  may  be  duly  authorized  to 
receive  him  on  the  part  of  the  President  of  the  French 
Republic. 
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(B)  In  the  case  of  a pereon  convicted — The  course 
of  proceeding  shall  bo  the  same  ns  in  the  ca.^c  of  a 
person  uccu.«ed,  except  that  the  warrant  to  be  trans- 
mitted by  the  Ambassador  or  other  Diplomatic  Agent 
in  sxipport  of  his  requisition  shall  clearly  set  forth  the 
crime  of  which  the  person  claimed  has  been  convicted, 
and  state  the  fact,  place,  and  date  of  his  conviction. 
The  evidence  to  be  produced  before  the  Police  Magis- 
trate shall  be  such  as  would,  according  to  the  law  of 
England,  prove  that  the  prisoner  was  convicted  of  the 
crime  charged. 

(Cj  Persons  convicted  by  judgment  in  default  or 
arret  de  cimlumnce,  shall  be  in  the  matter  of  extradition 
considered  as  persons  accused,  and,  as  such,  be  sur- 
rendered. 

(D)  After  the  Police  Magistrate  shall  have  com- 
mitted the  accused  or  convicted  person  to  prison  to 
await  the  order  of  a Secretary  of  S;atc  for  his  surren- 
der, such  person  shall  have  the  right  to  apply  for  a 
writ  of  habeas  corpus]  if  he  should  so  aj>ply,  his  surren- 
der must  be  deferred  until  after  the  decision  of  the 
Court  upon  the  return  to  the  writ,  and  even  then  can 
only  take  place  if  the  decision  is  adverse  to  the  appli- 
cant. In  the  latter  case  the  Court  may  at  once  order  his 
delivery  to  the  person  authorized  to  receive  him, 
without  the  order  of  a Secretary  of  State  for  his  sur- 
render, or  commit  him  to  prison  to  await  such  order. 
ARTICLE  VI II. 

Warrants,  depositions,  or  siatfnnents  on  oath,  issu- 
ed or  taken  in  the  dominions  of  either  of  the  two  11  gh 
Contracting  Parlies,  and  copies  thereof,  and  certili- 
cates  of  or  judicial  documents  stating  the  facts  of  con- 
viction, shall  be  received  in  evidence  in  pioceedings 
in  the  dominions  of  the  other  if  purporting  to  be  sign- 
ed or  certified  by  a Judg(>,  Magistrate,  or  office)- of 
the  country  were  they  were  issued  or  taken,  })iovided 
such  warrants,  depositions,  statements,  cojiies.  certifi- 
cates, and  judicial  documents  are  authenticated  by 
the  oath  of  some  witness,  or  by  being  sealed  with  the 
official  seal  of  the  Minister  of  Justice  or  some  other 
Minister  of  State. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

A fugitive  criminal  may  be  apprehended  under  a 
warrant  issued  by  any  Police  Magistrate,  Justice  of 
the  Peace,  or  other  competent  authority  in  eiiher 
country,  on  such  information  or  complaint,  and  such 
evidence,  or  after  such  pi-oceedings  as  would,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  person  issuing  the  warrant  justify  the 
issue  of  a warrant,  if  the  crime  had  been  committed 
or  the  prisoner  convicted  in  that  part  of  the  doniinions 
of  the  two  Contiaeting  Parties  in  which  the  Magis- 
trate exercises  jurisdiction:  Provided,  however,  that, 
in  the  United  Kingdom,  the  accused  shall,  in  such 
case,  be  sent  as  speedily  as  possible  before  a Police 
Magistrate  in  London.  He  shall  be  discharged,  as 
well  in  the  United  Kingdom  as  in  France,  if  within 
fouiteen  d«ys  a requisition  shall  not  have  been  made 
for  his  surrender  b^’  the  Diplomatic  Agent  of  his 
country  in  the  manner  directed  by  Articles  II  and  IV 
of  this  Treaty. 

The  same  rule  shall  =»pply  to  the  cases  of  persons 
accused  or  convicted  of  any  of  the  crimes  specified  in 
this  Treaty  committed  on  the  high  seas  on  board  any 
vessel  of  either  country  which  may  come  into  a port 
of  the  other. 

ARTICLE  X. 

If  the  fugitive  criminal  who  has  been  committed  to 
prison,  be  not  surrendered  and  conveyed  away  within 
two  months  after  such  committal,  or  -within  two 
month.s  after  the  decision  of  the  Court  upon  the  return 
to  a writ  of  habeas  corpus  in  the  United  Kingdom,  he 
shall  be  di.-chai-ged  from  custody,  unless  sutEcient 
cause  bo  shown  to  tire  contrary. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

The  claim  for  extradition  shall  not  be  complied  with 
if  the  individual  claimed  Inis  been  already  tried  for 
the  same  ofFjnce  in  the  country  whence  the  extradition 
is  demanded,  or  if,  .-ince  the  commission  of  the  acts 
charged,  the  accu>ation  or  the  conviction,  exemption 
fn  m prosecution,  or  punishment  has  been  acquired  by 
lapse  of  time,  according  to  the  laws  of  that  countrj^ 
ARTICLE  XII. 

If  the  individual  claimed  by  one  of  the  two  High 
Contracting  Paities  in  pursuance  of  the  present 
Treaty  .‘^hould  be  aho  claimed  by  one  or  several  other 
Powers,  on  act  ount  of  other  Climes  committed  upon 
thei)-  respective  teiiitoiies,  his  surrender  shall  be 
gi  anted  to  that  Slate  whose  demand  is  earliest  in  datej 


unless  any  other  arrangement  should  be  made  between 
the  Governments  which  have  claimed  him,  either  on 
account  of  the  gravit3'  of  the  crimes  committed,  or  for 
any  other  rea.sons. 

ARTICLE  XIII. 

If  the  individual  claimed  should  be  under  prosecu- 
tion, or  condemned  for  a crime  or  ofl'ence  committed 
in  the  country  where  he  may  have  taken  refuge,  his 
surrender  may  be  deferred  until  he  shall  have  been  set 
at  libcitj'  in  due  course  of  law. 

In  case  he  should  be  pioceeded  against  or  detained 
in  such  country  on  account  of  obligations  contracted 
towards  private  individuals,  his  surrender  shall  never- 
theless take  place. 

ARTICLE  XIV. 

Every  article  found  in  the  possession  of  the  indi-  i 
viduiil  claimed  at  tlie  time  of  his  arrest,  shall,  if  the 
competent  authority  so  decide,  be  seized,  in  order  to 
he  deliveicd  up  with  liis  person  at  the  lime  wdien  the 
surrender  shall  be  made.  Such  delivery  shall  not  be 
limited  to  the  [u-operty  or  articles  obtained  by  steal- 
ing, or  b^'  fraudulent  hanki  uptcy,  but  shall  exit  nd  to 
everything  that  may  serve  as  iiroof  of  the  crime,  and 
shall  take  place  even  vihon  the  surrender,  after  hav- 
ing been  ord(-red,  shall  he  prevented  from  taking 
place  by  reason  of  the  esc.ipe  or  death  of  the  indi- 
vidual claimed. 

The  rights  of  third  jiaities  with  regard  to  the  stid 
property  or  aiticles  are  nevei-theless  reserved, 

ARTICLE  XV. 

Each  of  the  High  Contracting  Parties  shall  defray 
the  expenses  occasioned  by  the  arre.-;t  within  its  ter- 
ritories, the  detention,  and  the  conveyance  to  its 
frontier,  of  the  persons  whom  it  may  have  consented 
to  sill  render  in  pursuance  of  the  present  Treaty. 
ARTICLE  XVI. 

In  the  Colonies  and  foreign  Possessions  of  the  two 
High  Conti-acting  Parties  the  manner  of  jiroceeding 
shall  be  as  follows: — 

The  requisition  for  the  surrender  of  a fugitive 
criminal  who  has  takin  refuge  in  a Colony  or  foreign 
Possession  of  either  Party,  shall  be  made  lo  the 
(lovernor  or  chief  authority  of  such  C0I0113-  or 
Possession  by  ihe  Chief  Consular  Officer  of  the  other 
in  siu-h  Colony  or  I’ossessioii ; or,  if  the  fugitive  has 
e.scitped  from  a Colony  or  F’oreign  Possession  of  the 
Party  011  whose  behalf  the  reqiiisition  is  made,  by  the 
Oovi-riior  or  chief  authority  of  such  Colony  or 
Possession. 

Such  requisitions  m.ay  bo  disposed  of,  subject 
always,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  to  the  provisions  of  this 
Treaty,  by  the  respective  Governors  or  chief  authori- 
ties, who,  however,  shall  be  at  liberty  either  to  grant 
I be  surrender  or  to  refer  the  mat-ter  to  their  Govern- 
ment. 

The  (oregoing  stipulations  shall  not  in  any  way 
affect  the  i-rrangements  established  in  the  E;ist  Indian 
Posses  ions  of  the  two  countries  by  the  IXth  Article 
ol  the  Treaty  of  the.
